Going to France

A section of a California Red­ 
wood tree that was a sturdy sap­ 
ling in the year one IH on Its way 
to Franco there ' to become the 
treasured possession of the sol­ 
diers of that republic. 

The relic Is to be the gift of Hie 
State of California and the Ameri­ 
can Legion of this state and will 
be presented to the war veterans 
of Franco when the convention of 
the Legion Is held in Paris Sept 
19 to 24, according to ^Lawson 
Overman, district passenger agent 
Southern Pacific lines. 

The section is taken from tho 
Sequoia at headquarters building In 
Giant Forest, Sequoia National 
Park, and is 9 feet 8 Inches In di­ 

ameter. The tree was estimated to 
ftnve been 1996 years old when 1 
fell In 1916. 

It is being carried over Southern 
Pacific lines bound to (Jalveston, 
Texas, where it will te loaded on 
one of the Company's steamers for 
New York from where it will be 
shipped to Paris. A special com­ 
mittee from tho California dele­ 
gates to the Paris convention w 11 
be appointed to guard the relic un­ 
til It is safely turned over to the 
French *ar veterans as a perma­ 
nent remembrance from the former 
service men of California.

U. S. Has 33 Percent 
of World Railways

Chicago, Aug. 18— With less than 
eight per cent of the world's area 
nnd with less than six per cent of 
the world's population, the United 
States has more than 83 per cent 
of the world's railway mllolhge. 
This Is one of the striking fncts 
presented In the annual railway 
yearbook which has Just been is­ 
sued bv the Western Railways' 
Committee on Public Relations at 
Chicago. 

As showing the magnitude of 
railway operations In this country 
this yearbook contains some inter­ 
esting and Illuminating Information 
regarding the operations of the. 
railways' in an average hour. In 
one, hour, on on average, the re­ 
port states, the railways spend 
more than 1530,000 In operating ex­ 
penses, pay more than $836,000 In 
wages to their employees (much of 
this total being included In oper­ 
ating expenses), and pay more than 
$44,000 in taxes to national, stato 
and local governments. In an hour 
more than 6,000 cars are loaded 
with revenue freight on the rail­ 
ways' lines, the total freight load­ 
ed in this period amounting to 
more than 150,000 tons. Likewise, 
98,000 passengers, on the average, 
board the railways' trains each six­ 
ty minutes. When the distance 
which Ibis freight and these pas­ 
sengers are carried is considered.

1 performed each hour by the rall- 
1 ways is equivalent to hauling more 
than fifty million tons of freight 
for the distance of one mile and 
to carrying more than four million 
passengers for the same distance. 

As regards the Importance of our 
railways to the individual citizen, 
he yearbook shows striking and 

significant figures of the average 
railway service rendered per In­ 
habitant. Last year, for example, 
the freight service received, on a'n 
average, by each Individual in this 
country was equivalent to hauling 
3,791 tons of freight for the dis­ 
tance of one mile. This figure 
represented an increase of 42 per 
cent over the 1911 average of 2,- 
667 ton-miles. This increase, ac­ 
cording to the report, presents one 
of tho problems which the railways 
are solving and must continue to 
solve for tho public welfare. That 
s, not only must the railways keep 

their facilities apace with the 
growth of population, but they 
must further make the necessary 
provisions to furnish efficiently the 
ever-increasing freight service 
which the average individual is de­ 
manding. 

Unliko the freight sen-ice, how-

•orrried per inhabitant by the rail­ 
ways has shown u marked decline 
in recent years. In 1911, this serv­ 
ice was equivalent to carrying 
each person in the United States 
on a trip of 346 miles. This aver­ 
age had increased to 441 miles in 
1919 and 440 miles in 1920, after 
which a great drop occurred, due 
principally to motor vehicle com- 
pctitioEi. In eacl; of the last six 
year, the average passenger service 
performed by the railways per In­ 
habitant has been loss than in 1911, 
t le lowest figure — 303 miles or a
